X-Ray Treatment For 
Tliymus Enlargement, 
Physician States 



Enlargement of tho thymus gland 
caused the death of one of tho twin 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Garland, according to Dr. R. D. Wil- 
liams, attending physician. Death of 
tho Infant occurred recently after a 
brief illness, and the diagnosis was 
confirmed by postmortem exnmlmi- 
tion. An X-Rny examination of the 
other baby revealed tho same condl- 
^on and X-Ray treatment wiis started 
at once which is believed will aave 
the baby's Ufo. 

"This condition Is quite common. 
according to men who are making a 
special study of the problem," Dr. 
Williams says. "Despite the very 
considerable amount of work done, 
both in clinical and experimental re- 
search, the purpose of the thymus 
gland In the body economy has not 
been definitely decided. The thymus 
Sland varies greatly In size, appear- 
-ance. location, and relation to other 
important structures, and symptoms 
vary accordingly. 

"The enlargement of the thymus 
develops oftenest In the first year of 
life, but sudden death from this 
cause has occurred In older children 
and even In adults. 

"Some children, thus affeeted ap- 
pear to be in perfect health but often 
these children are pale and rather 
listless. The Important symptnnia 
are shortness of breath, elthftr short- 
time or continuous, suffocative at- 
tacks or audible l.^eathing. These 
aymptoma may disappear, or gel 
worse, or sudden death may occur. 

"Whenever such aymptoma appear 
tho X-Ray should be used to make a 
diagnosis. A high-powered machino 
with a very short exposure, probably 
not over one-thirtieth of a second U 
needed for a clear, unblurrod pic- 
ture. With a positive diagnosis, 
X-Ray treatment may bo begun 
at once with assurance of success in 
most case.s. 

"Until the advent of X-Ray treat- 
mcnt the outlook for patients wItJi 
enlarged thymus was very bad. Emer- 
gency treatment and surgery were ut- 
tendetl by a high mortality. Such 
children were in constant danger of 
audden death as a result of trivial In- 
fections such as colds or hronchlils 
or mere emotional excitement. Tboy 
bore unaosthotlcs badly and some 
cases of suffociitlou Inbed are in real- 
ity thymic deaths. . ., ^ ,, 

'Experience has shown that X-Uay 
treatment Is the treatment of choice, 
nnd that It Is sure and safe, unless It 
bo In thoso desperately 111, where it 
offers tho only hope. No had effect.-s 
follow Its use In competent hands. 

^Should the now born be X-RayeJ 
for diagnostic purposes? Tills Is a 
dlfilcult problem In X-Ray work on 
which research workers are not 
agreed. Errors are frequent. Nega- 
tive results may mislead. All babies 
that show abnormal color or breath- 
ing should be X-Rayed and X-Ray ex- 
amination aftor tlio second month 
would bo a valnablo safeguard." 



ning of the present school year alight 
advances have been noted. The 
amount of reduction in salaries has 
varied with the several districts In ac- 
cordance with their ability to pay.

In most communities the school 
hoards and patrons are making hcroki 
efforts to see that teachers recelvo 
their pay promptly. ,.\pproxlmateIy 
one-third of the teachers In the coun- 
ty have not been receiving their pay 
regularly. On one or two occasions 
teachers have had to resign becau.se 
they could no longer continue without 
pay. 

"Xo class flndlvidunls nor any 
professional group has been more 
self-sacrificing and more heroic than 
the teacher?; of tho county In tho bat- 
lie against the depression. 

"It Is very evident that the general 
public has boon Inspired by the sacri- 
fice on the part of the teachers. Tho 
people have not lost faith In our pub- 
lic schools. A more equitable system 
of taxation Is bound to bo evolved 
which wUrglvoTo tho public schools 
Its hl«h place In our democracy, an 1 
to ilie teachers a just compensa- 
tion."

Room Should Be Light 

and Dry

Remodeling Has Value In Termi of 
Economics. 

Of coitPsG a rccroatlon room la not 
tho only uao to which wo can put nn 
old basement. We can convert Its 
vaate areas Into gymnasium. laundry, 
playroom, garage, or even an cnttro 
service unit. 

The timo la stlU with us when wo 
can rermodol any part of our house 
at an extremely reasonably outlay of 
dollars and cents. 

As each man's houso Is hts caatle. 
so cacH family's problems aro Indl* 
vidual, and thoro Is no standardized 
process lo follow when It comes lo 
reclaiming tho lost lower regions of 
a house. We muat know what wo 
■want and then make our plans; lay 
out a definite course toward a speci- 
fic end. 

If wo want to present ouraolves 
with a rccroatlon room, an additional 
lilting room which may bo used for 
many purposes and depended upon 
to take, without whimpering, a lot 
of rough usage, we can consider the 
iC'jf t N^lndow pane. 

A -basement room must bo fairly 

t, have plenty of air and bo free 

dampness and odor. Where the 

ndows aro small they can bo en- 
largwl or now windows may be cut- 
Where there Is dampness, the base- 
menl should be waten>roofe<l. For 
artificial lighting there should be a 
^celling light and also plenty of port- 
able lamps. Tho lamps whch afford 
Indirect as well as direct lights aro 
practlcaL 

Shelves Should Be Built, Stairs 
Fortined. 

\Vhlle automatic heat helps a lot In 
Toclalmlng basement space, It Is not 
a necessity. The furnace or holler 
may bo Inclosed In a dust tight parti- 
tion. If It Is In too conspicuous a pan 
of the>basomcnt.^ 

If there aro no shelves and cup- 
boards In the recreation room these 
should be built They can bold toys 
and games and hooks and dishes. 

Stairs leading down to n basement 
should be In good ahapo. If they are 
rickety, new ones ought to be built. 
They should be welt llgbte.l so there 
Is no danger of tripping; a good 
railing is Insurance against broken 
bones; Rubber or compostlon treads 
are practical. 

It there aro any largo cracka or 
broken places In tho foundation 
walls, they should be filled. Smaller 
^ rackli ought to bo painted. 

Cement Paint Has Virtues 

A couple of coats of good cement 
paint Is a practical method of finish- 
ing the walls. These paints come In 
many colors, A light color Is prefer- 
able as It brightens the basement. 
"- Sometimes a dark color paint Is used 
for the first six or eight Inches above 
the floor to give the effect of a base- 
board. ThU also protects the light 
wall from aplashos and dirt when tho 
floor la being scrubbed. 

There are cement paints which are 
a help In providing the walls with a 
dry coat wherever there Is a tend- 
ency to dampneaa. Whitewash Is an 
Inexpensive treatment If one wishes 
to give tho basement an appearance 
of ruggedness. And thoro are many 
varieties of Insulating boards to bo 
employed, painted or papered In. at* 
tractive light reflecting colors. Some 
even 'may bo loft In their natural 
Btate. 

The celling may also bo white- 
washed, painted, or covered with in- 
sulatlnff board or with a fireproof 
board. Whore " one wants to cover 
any unsightly piping* one can build 
a suspended, celling which cloars all 
tho mains. 

Concrete paint may bo applied to 
tho old floor. The floor must bo clean 
and In fairly, good shape. If a com- 
position flooring la used. H should be 
heavy. 

There &to asphalt tllo, floorings of 
the resllont typo which can be laid 
directly over cement resting on the 
ground. This Is laid In an asphalt 
comont which Is unaffected by ordi- 
nary dampness. Ths flooring cdmes 
if attractive colors such as Venetian 
rod, apple and forest green, fleal 
brown, gbldon tan, and various mot- 
tle shades. 

Electric Outlets a Necessity 

Inlaid linoleum may bo laid direct- 

on a basement floor If the latter Is 

•v ah-^Iutely dry, and there Is no llkell* 



PLAN KITCHEN LIGHT 

TO SHADE THE FACE 

When planning tho kitchen bo 
sure tho lighting la well planned. 
Plan not to face the light when work- 
ing. Tho glare of tho neighbor's con- 
crete walk or houso la very tiring to 
tho oyea of many people. A shade 
win shield you from such a light If 
It Is ImpoBHlble to arrange to have 
the window built In another wall. 
Plan to use as much natural day- 
light as posatblc. as It Is not as tiring 
as artificial light

*« pound pork 

1 pound beef 

^ small onion, finely minced 

IH teaspoons salt 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

% cup milk 

1 cup dry broad crumbs 

-I slices salt pork 

Parsley 
i Tomato sauce. 

Put meat through a food chopper. 
Add seasonings, eggs, milk and 
crumbs. -Mix thoroughly and shape 
Into loaf. Place In an oiled baking 
pan and lay pork slices over the top. 
Bake In hot oven, 435 degrees, 15 min- 
utes, then reduce heat to slow oven. 
250 degrees. Baato every 10 to 15 
minutes with fat that collects In bot- 
tom of pan. If too dry, add 4 ounces 
(^ cup) water. About 1*4 hours are 
required for cooking. Oarnlah with 
parsley and serve with tomato or 
white sauce. Serves six.

Biiys the Natlounl Goographic 
society, "But bccnnso huge sunia are 
ejcpended by the nutinna In maintain-, 
Ing cftabllahed enibnaHy quarters nt 
Pelping, It la unlltu'iy thut these will 
be moved to Niinking for some time. 

"Ilowever, UusBin'a embassy Is at 
Nanking, and It Is reproHented l)y a 
conaulor omco at Pelping; the British 
and Krench have diplomatic catnhllHli- 
ments In Nanking which are subald- 
lory, reapectlvc'Iy. to emhaasy and 
legation at PcIplng; the Japanese 
maintain cnnsulnr olllces at Nanking, 
branches of their legation nt Pelping; 
and the otilce of tlie Amorlcan consu- 
late general nt Njinking Is a busy 
brancli of tho American legation at 
Pelping. 

*'Thus, because of Its Importance as 
ailnd's capital city; Its locution, 210 
mllesMnlnnd on the aouth bank of the 
Yangtze river, hnckhone of Clilnose 
commerce; Its proxhnlty to Shanghai's 
revenues; Its comparative nearness to 
Canton; and Its freedum from too In* 
tlmate association with Uie Mnnchiis. 
Nanking la becoming a more and more 
Important factor In the story of new 
China. 

Beautlfleatlon Plans.

A government railway con- 
necia Nnnking with ShnnBlinl (olght 
hours), and with Pelping (about 30 
hours). Ulver steamers take travelers 
to .Shangahl or to Hankow and beyond. 
City Is Alr.Mlnded. 

"Nnnking is ntr-mlndcd. Its skies 
l)uxz with the roar of Anierlcnn-made 
prnpctlers on Amorlcan planes, China's 
National Aviation couipatiy, In which 
an American corporation Is the mi- 
nority stockholder, maintains a dally 
flight schedule between Shanghai, 
Nnnking, Hankow, Chungking, und 
Chengtu. Weekly schedules arc flown 
hy shipa of the Kurnsla Aviation com- 
pany (HIno-Oerman) between Shang- 
hai. Nanking, Loyang, PHpIng, Sinn, 
Lanchow, and Tlhwa. capital of Sln- 
kiang. 

"No great Induatrlal establishments 
will he found In the new capital, but 
Nanking brocades, made by Individu- 
als In their homes, are world-famous. 
The Chinese In this region are farm- 
ers, small-shopkeepers, government 
employees, soldiers, policemen, hotsi 
keepers, ricktahaw-pullers, carriage 
and taxi drivers, or ordinary laborers.
